Shawn Richie still 
on the run

The Pendleton County 
Sheriffs Office and Falmouth 
Police raided an apartment 
building at 808 W. Shelby 
Street in Falmouth around 2 
p.m. on Tuesday, November 
5. 

Pendleton County Sheriff 
Craig Peoples said they exe¬ 
cuted a search warrant on an 
anonymous tip that people were 
cooking meth there. “When I arrived 
at the scene the windows were up on 
the apartment and I could smell the 
chemicals used in manufacturing 
methamphetamine,” said Peoples. 

Five people were taken from the 
apartment with Shawn Richie, 40, 
Falmouth; Alexander Jenkins, 25, 
Falmouth; and Tina Scott, 34, Fal¬ 
mouth; being placed under arrest. 
All three were charged with manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine. 

The prisoners were placed in the 
back seat of two cruisers at the 
scene. Peoples said, “Apparently 
someone opened the back door of a 
city cruiser and Richie escaped. He 


is still at large at press-time and has 
an additional charge of escape, sec¬ 
ond degree.” 

Scott and Jenkins were trans¬ 
ported to the Boone County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 

Peoples said that charges are 
pending on two other people found 
in the apartment, Jeremy Warman 
and Mallorie Herron. 

The apartment is in foreclosure 
and belongs to United Midwest Sav¬ 
ings Bank. A previous owner told 
the paper that the people had been 
served an eviction notice, but appar¬ 
ently there was never any follow 
through. 

There was no electric in the 
building due to non-payment. 


Police at the scene were: Sheriff 
Peoples, Chief Deputy Todd Den¬ 
nie, deputies, Jared Brewer, Cody 
Fasse, TJ Hawks, Falmouth Police 
Chief Mark Posey, Falmouth offi¬ 
cers Captain Roger Nowakowski, 
officer Eddie Quinn and drug dog, 
Hano. Police were on the scene until 
around 5 p.m.

First candidates locally running for office file 


Pendleton County voters will 
vote for county and city offices in 
May, if incumbents have opposition 
and on the November ballot. Candi¬ 
dates planning to run for public 
office in Kentucky next year may 
begin filing. 

Kentucky's six seats in the U.S. 
House of Representatives are on the 
ballot in 2014, as well as one of the 
state's two U.S. Senate seats. All 100 
seats in the Kentucky House and 19 
seats in the Kentucky Senate will 
also be up for election next year. In 


addition, more than 250 state judicial 
seats will appear on the ballot, 
including four seats on the Kentucky 
Supreme Court. All candidates for 
federal, state and judicial offices 
must file with the Office of the Sec¬ 
retary of State. 

Deadline for filing for offices that 
may have a primary is 4 p.m. EST on 
January 28, 2014 

Those local candidates filing 
their papers for re-election Novem¬ 
ber 6 was: Pendleton County Sheriff 
Craig Peoples. Pendleton County 


Jailer Ken Kells filed papers on 
November 7 seeking re-election and 
Pendleton County Clerk Rita Spen¬ 
cer filed her papers on November 8 
seeking re-election. District Judge 
Bill Custer has filed his papers. 

Locally, the following offices are 
up for election, Pendleton County 
judge, county clerk, jailer, sheriff, 
PVA, circuit and district judges. Non 
partisian offices for mayors of both 
Butler and Falmouth and council 
seats are up also. However their 
deadline to file is August of 2014.

This concept dates 
all the way back to 17th century 
British common law. We value 
our property for the enjoyment 
that we gain from using the 
property as we desire whether 
that is for raising our children, 
farming, hunting, fishing or just 
relaxing in the beauty of a rural 
area. In many cases, our real 
estate is our most valuable asset 
that may provide a means for 
retirement or an inheritance for 
our children. It is extremely 
important that we take all nec¬ 
essary steps to protect our prop¬ 
erty for ourselves and our fami¬ 
lies. 

With the discovery of oil 
and gas deposits in the Marcel- 
lus and Utica shale in West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, there is an effort to con¬ 
struct one or more pipelines to 
transport natural gas liquids 
across Kentucky. If you are 
approached by a land agent 
desiring to purchase a pipeline 
easement or similar interest 
across your property, it is very 
important that you understand 
how granting that pipeline ease¬ 
ment may impact you and your 
family.

Duke Energy Kentucky’s current monthly DSM 
rate for residential gas customers is ($0.039396) per hundred cubic feet and 
for non-residential gas customers is $0.000000 per hundred cubic feet. Duke 
Energy Kentucky’s current monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers 
is $0.001988 per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers is $0.001104 
per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and $0.001070 per kilowatt-hour for 
transmission service. 

Duke Energy Kentucky seeks approval to revise these rates as fol¬ 
lows: Duke Energy Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers 
would increase to $0.054918 per hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas 
customers would remain at $0.000000 per hundred cubic feet.

The rate contained in this notice is the rate proposed by Duke Energy Ken¬ 
tucky.

making a decision on whether to 
sign an agreement. The pipeline 
company may offer you more 
money if you sign the agreement 
quickly, such as in less than thirty 
(30) days. It is only fair for you 
and your attorney to have suffi¬ 
cient time to review the docu¬ 
ments and negotiate a deal that is 
fair to you. Ask the pipeline 
company the reason for the rush. 
Have your attorney negotiate a 
longer period of time to reach an 
agreement. 

3. Make sure that the pipeline 
company is fully responsible for 
and financially capable of clean¬ 
ing up any spill that may occur 
on your property from a leak or 
rupture of the pipeline. These 
cleanup costs could exceed the 
value of your property. A spill 
could render your property 
worthless if not properly cleaned 
up. 

4. If there is a mortgage on 
your property from a bank loan, 
it is important that you review 
that mortgage and promissory 
note to determine if granting the 
pipeline easement will cause you 
to be in default of your mortgage. 
If you sell all or a portion of your 
property, under some mortgages 
the bank can call your loan so 
that the full amount is immedi¬ 
ately due. Also, some mortgages 
prohibit the property owner from 
allowing hazardous substances on 
the property that could be defined 
broadly enough to include mate¬ 
rials transported through a pipe¬ 
line. Also, you may have diffi¬ 
culty refinancing your mortgage. 

5. Review your insurance cov¬ 


erage. Having a pipeline on your 
property poses risks that could 
result in your insurance rates 
being raised or in the denial of 
insurance coverage for certain 
incidents. Your property could 
be damaged or someone could be 
injured on your property, and you 
may face substantial liability that 
your insurance policy won’t cover. 
You should get a commitment 
from the pipeline company to 
cover these risks and use your 
attorney to make sure it is docu¬ 
mented properly. 

6. The pipeline easement may 
diminish the value of your prop¬ 
erty and limit your ability to 
develop or sell your property. 
You may not be able to build on 
certain portions of your property. 

7. Determine who pays for 
any damages to your farm equip¬ 
ment and the pipeline if you 
encounter the pipeline while 
farming your land. 

8. Reasonably limit the access 
of the pipeline company to your 
property for pipeline construc¬ 
tion, maintenance and repairs. If 
possible, limit their access along 
the pipeline right-of-way so that 
they are not bringing in trucks 
and heavy equipment through 
other parts of your property and 
potentially causing damage. 

9. Determine if there will be 
one pipeline or more. The pipe¬ 
line company could attempt to 
reserve the right to put one or 
more additional pipelines on your 
property in the future without 
paying you any additional com¬ 
pensation. 

These are just a few examples 
of the issues that you want to 


make sure you fully understand 
and address with your own attor¬ 
ney before you sign any docu¬ 
ments with a pipeline company. 
You can be sure the pipeline com¬ 
pany is fully protecting its inter¬ 
ests. You and your family should 
do the same. It is only fair.

Four years after a hunting 
accident landed him in the hospi¬ 
tal for an extended period, Caleb 
Mullikin found a way to pass 
along the mercy that helped him 
recover from his injuries. 

Every year Mullikin takes two 
weeks of vacation from his job in 
order to spend some time bow 
hunting. 

"I've been hunting since I was 
about 7 years old," Mullikin said. 
"It's something I like to do and 
every year I take some vacation 
time to do it." 

This year the avid hunter actu¬ 
ally saved the life of a buck. 

Mullikin said the event hap¬ 
pened when a friend told him 
about two bucks who had been 
fighting and were hooked togeth¬ 
er after their antlers became 
entangled. He went to the muddy 
area along Kentucky 9 where the 
bucks were trapped and found 
that one of them had died. 

"They had to have been 
hooked together for a good 24 to 
36 hours, at least," he said. "One 
of them had already died." 

Mullikin said his instinct told 


him to help free the living buck. 

"I just knew I didn't want to 
see him die like that or be killed 
by someone while he was 
trapped," Mullikin said. "So, I got 
him free and he ran off, jumped 
the road and went behind the 
Maysville Chrysler." 

The incident occurred one day 
before the four-year anniversary 
of Mullikin's accident. 

In 2009, Mullikin was hunt¬ 
ing in a wooded area off Ginger 
Ridge Road in Adams County, 
Ohio, when he started to climb 
down from a tree stand and 


slipped. He feel 30 feet before hit¬ 
ting the ground. 

Mullikin said the fall caused 
him to break his back and shatter 
his legs. He was able to call 911 
and was airlifted to the University 
of Kentucky Medical Center, 
where he was treated. 

Mullikin said the accident 
made him think about the safety 
measures he takes when hunting. 

"I wasn't wearing a harness," 
Mullikin said. "I still think about 
the accident every time I hunt 
and I never climb a tree unless I'm 
wearing a safety harness now."

• What is FM? Your doctor 
will explain how FM encom¬ 
passes a range of symptoms that 
can include pain all over your 
body, sleep problems, fatigue, 
memory problems, (“fibro-fog”) 
and many others. Additionally, 
common FM symptoms may 
encompass recurrent headaches, 
tingling and digestive problems. 

• Can exercise offer pain 
relief? It seems like a contradic¬ 
tion, but some research suggests 
that hitting the gym and getting 
regular exercise may produce 


relief from FM pain. Your doctor 
may say it is okay to exercise 
through your “normal” pain lev¬ 
els, but if exercise causes the pain 
to worsen significantly, back off. 

• How can I sleep better? Your 
doctor will likely explain what 
you might already suspect: Sleep 
quality plays a major role in the 
severity of FM symptoms. Many 
FM patients report a lack of rest¬ 
ful sleep. Studies have shown this 
is due to increased brain vigilance 
at the time when the deepest 
sleep cycle should be occurring. 

• Where does my pain origi¬ 
nate? Although in a prior era FM 
patients came under the care of 
rheumatologists, this view has 
since evolved. Your doctor will 
tell you that FM is a disorder of 
the central nervous system. 

• Can my diet help my symp¬ 
toms? No diet, no matter how 
well planned, will “cure” fibro¬ 
myalgia. But your doctor may 
point out that a diet rich in anti¬ 
oxidants (e.g., full of fruits and 
vegetables) can help maximize 
health by minimizing the level of 
oxidative stress that can occur in 
the body’s tissues. 

Don’t grin and bear signs of 
FM. Schedule a doctor’s visit to 
determine the cause of your 
symptoms.

Williams/Boardwalk: Profit vs. Environment 


Dead Editor, 


"Skip" 


I have known a Black man 
called ‘Skip’ for some 50 plus 
years. I have to think a bit at 
times and recall that his proper 
name is Ralph Edward Taylor. 
'Skip is like myself, “he is not 
perfect and he would not want 
me to give you the idea that he is 
without fault.” 

The last few years that I have 
observed him I think he has the 
physical likeness of the great 
American abolitionist Frederick 
Douglas. He has a wonderful 
family and has been an asset to 
every community where he has 
lived. 

The first year I got acquainted 
with ‘Skip was when he was on 
the Morgan Raiders elementary 
basketball team in 1962-63, and 
later on the Falmouth Red Devils 
High School team in 1967-68. 
Much of his success was prompt¬ 
ed by his talent, but was limited 
by the social atmosphere at the 
time. 

He and I have discussed his¬ 
torical events that have taken 
place over the years that were 
beyond our control. He caught 
my attention when he told me 
about his first day of school in the 
Pendleton County School System 
in the fall of 1954. The time was 
the first year after the passage of 
the Civil Rights Act when Black 
students were given the opportu¬ 
nity to attend public school sys¬ 
tems. He lived on the Morgan- 
Four Oaks Road, with his family 
as tenants on the Monroe Farm. 

He said he was so excited on 
that first day as a first grader and 
being able to ride that yellow bus. 
He watched as the bus rounded 
the curve coming down the hill as 
it approached his lane. When he 
entered the bus, he was shocked 
by the reception! Comments and 
expressions were not soft and 
pleasant. As a result, he turned 
and quickly exited the bus and 
ran home. 


His mother tried in vain to get 
him back on the bus, but nothing 
worked. After a bit, the bus left 
and even though he was pun¬ 
ished, he would not go to school. 

After a few days, Mr. Richard 
Gulick, an excellent educator, 
came to his home and directed, 
“Skip has to attend school.” 

Plans were made and Skip did 
ride the bus the next day. Mr. 
Everett Powell was the bus driver 
and he had an old wooden Pepsi 
case, and Skip sat on the case 
beside Mr. Powell on the way to 
and from school. 

After a few days sitting on the 
case, Harvey Ammerman and 
Paul Colvin invited Skip to sit 
with them. The gesture was a 
compliment for their friendship 
and kindness. 

Our next event will jump to 
the spring of 1965. Much was 
happening in American concern¬ 
ing Civil Rights. Skip was a 
young teenager and told a ‘fib’ 
that could have caused serious 
problems. 

Skip shined shoes at a Black 
barber shop owned by Willie 
MaGee. When white customers 
were not present, the barber shop 
was a meeting place where open 
conversations could take place. 

Demonstrations were happen¬ 
ing in large cities in the South 
and were beginning to take place 
in cities like Cincinnati, Louis¬ 
ville, and Lexington. 

‘Freedom Riders’ were groups 
of people who would travel to cit¬ 
ies on buses to support demon¬ 
strations. Most of the ‘Freedom 
Riders’ were Black and their only 
intentions were to add strength to 
the events concerning Civil 
Rights. 

Skip was shining shoes one 
day at the barber shop. His cus¬ 
tomer was a town cop who was 
always trying to get information 
about what was happening in the 
Black community. The officer 


commented about the “Freedom 
Riders.” Skip didn’t say too much 
at first, but thought he would 
give the officer some ‘made-up’ 
information, that would cause 


There has been much in my 
mail box each week from Wil¬ 
liams/Boardwalk, the company 
wanting to build the Bluegrass 
Pipeline in our state.

Skip then realized that his lit¬ 
tle joke was getting out of con¬ 
trol, and there was no way to stop 
it. 

Citizens started getting their 
guns out of closets and purchas¬ 
ing ammunition. The officer saw 
Skip the next afternoon and told 
him that he had better get home, 
because there was going to be 
some shooting! 

Skip said, “Why you know 

me! 

The officer said, “Skip, all you 
Black folks look alike, and you 
might get hit!” 

Road blocks were not set up, 
but locations on Shelby, Main 
and other streets were points of 
interest. 


caves, wildlife, mussels (a necessity 
for the health of the Licking River) 
and of course us humans.

As thousands of Kentuckians 
without health insurance seek 
out information and shop for 
insurance coverage, I want to 
make sure that all consumers are 
vigilant of scams claiming to be 
associated with Kentucky's roll¬ 
out of the Affordable Care Act. 
Unfortunately, scammers will 
use this opportunity to try and 
collect your personal and finan¬ 
cial information. 

Scam artists have no shame. 
They pay to buy domain names 
that are similar to legitimate 
websites, which allows for these 
fraudulent domain names to 
appear when someone searches 
for a particular topic of interest 
online. Since the Affordable 
Care Act rollout on October 1, 
two websites have been brought 
to the attention of my office and 
are now under investigation. 
The websites were reported to 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services by consumers 
who said they entered data into 
the sites and immediately started 
receiving non-stop phone calls 
seeking their information. My 
office has since sent cease and 


desist notices and civil subpoe¬ 
nas to the operators of both 
websites. 

Let me be clear, the only 
websites Kentuckians should 
visit to enroll for health care 
coverage are kynect.ky.gov or 
healthcare.gov. These are secure 
websites operated by the state 
and federal governments, and 
call center staff members are 
professionally trained to answer 
your questions and help you 
with your concerns. You should 
know that any website with a 
.com or .net at the end is a scam 
or a ruse. My Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection has also put 
together a list of valuable tips 
that can help keep you safe from 
scammers as you shop for health 
care coverage: 

• Protect your personal infor¬ 
mation. Only a registered insur¬ 
ance agent, a certified kynector, 
or contact center customer ser¬ 
vice representative should ask for 
your personal information to 
help you apply. Keep personal 
and account numbers private to 
any others who offer assistance. 
Don't give your Social Security

number, credit card or banking 
information to companies or 
individuals you didn't contact. 
Never give your information to 
someone whose identity you 
question. 

• Make sure you're working 
with a registered insurance agent 
or certified kynector. Only legit¬ 
imate insurance agents and assis- 
ters, known as "kynectors," are 
authorized to assist Kentuckians 
with signing up for health care. 
A list of approved agents and 
kynectors maintained by the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services can be found online at 
kynect.ky.gov or by calling 
l-855-4kynect (459-6328). 

• Do not pay for help. Insur¬ 
ance agents and kynectors will 
not solicit money. There is no 
charge to use kynect services, 
either online or with the help of 
an insurance agent or certified 
kynector. If consumers receive 
an offer to register for a fee, they 
should hang up the phone or 
walk away. Consumers should 
not give their credit card or 
banking information to anyone 
they do not know or did not 


contact. Consumers should be 
very suspicious of anyone charg¬ 
ing a fee in connection with 
enrollment. 

• Remember that you can 
only get tax credits through 
kynect. Kentuckians who pur¬ 
chase insurance through kynect 
may qualify for tax credits to 
help cut the cost. No one but 
kynect can offer these credits, 
and there is no charge to apply 
for the credits. Do not work 
with anyone who offers to sign 
you up for a “discounted” rate. 

• Beware of phishing scams 
online. Consumers should be 
cautious of any email or phone 
call claiming to be connected to 
the Affordable Care Act, includ¬ 
ing any emails claiming to be 
affiliated with kynect and asking 
for personal information. 

Scammers will go to great 
lengths to find your information 
and steal your identity. These 
thieves seek to take over a vic¬ 
tim’s financial records, opening 
new bank accounts, applying for 
loans, writing bad checks and 
ultimately, ruining a victim’s 
credit.

Better Business Bureau is 
warning homeowners and busi¬ 
ness owners of a bill payment 
scam that is targeting utility cus¬ 
tomers. 

The caller claims to be a utili¬ 
ty company employee (LG&E, 
KU, or Duke Energy), telling the 
customer their bill is overdue, and 
asks for immediate bill payment 
by Green Dot MoneyPak Card. If 
the customer does not cooperate, 
the caller threatens to disconnect 
the person’s electric or natural gas 
service. 

This is an old scam that has 
resurfaced in the local area. A 
Louisville BBB Accredited Busi¬ 
ness owner contacted the BBB 
today, upset that he had fallen for 
the scam. The owner received a

call from a person who claimed to 
be an LG&E employee, saying 
they had a crew ready to shut off 
electric to his business if his “past 
due bill” was not paid in the next 
hour with a MoneyPak Card. The 
business owner purchased several 
MoneyPak cards and gave the 
scammers the numbers off the 
back of several of the cards. 

In some instances, scam artists 
are even using caller ID spoofing 
to make it look like they are call¬ 
ing from the legitimate source. 
BBB advises utility customers: 

• Be suspicious of callers who 
demand immediate payment for 
any reason. 

• Never give out personal or 
financial information to anyone 
who calls or emails you. 

• Never wire money or pro¬ 
vide debit or credit card numbers 
to someone you do not know. 

• Utility companies will not 
contact customers demanding 
immediate payment by Mon¬ 
eyPak to avoid an immediate ser¬ 
vice disconnection. 

• Call your utility company 
directly to find out if there is a 
problem with your account.

Dark reality: Northern Kentucky heroin plan will 
need millions of dollars over four years

A solution to Northern Ken¬ 
tucky’s heroin epidemic won’t 
come cheap, a new study warns. 

It will, in fact, cost at least 
$16 million over four years just to 
reduce and stabilize heroin usage, 
a report from the Leadership 
Team of the Northern Kentucky 
Heroin Impact and Response 
Workgroup states. 

But the cost of doing nothing 
could be higher. 

“Right now, we have no abili¬ 
ty to manage the patients who are 
addicted,” said Dr. Jeremy Engel, 
who spearheaded the work group 
in September 2012. “It’s chaos.” 

The report doesn’t sugarcoat 
the dark reality confronting the 
region: “People are dying before 
they can access treatment,” it 
states flatly. 

It appeals for a regionwide call 
to action, with most of the money 
funneling into expanding treat¬ 
ment. 

On Thursday, the diverse 
group that created the plan will 
unveil it to the public. 

Its stark conclusions are the 
result of a yearlong effort to scru¬ 
tinize the epidemic and create 
strategies of attack. 

Northern Kentucky, a center 
in the nation’s worst heroin crisis, 
is unique in the breadth of experts 
in the group: Business, political, 
law enforcement, substance abuse 
and medical leaders have banded 
together to create a range of strat¬ 
egies to fight the scourge. 

The report is a result of that 
coalition, which gave The 
Enquirer an exclusive, advance 
look at its evidence-packed 
report, “Northern Kentucky’s 
Collective Response to the Hero¬ 
in Epidemic, Our Plan for Recov- 
ery. 

Heroin abuse threatens Kentucky 
youth, newborns 

“Heroin addiction is a poten¬ 
tially terminal illness that typi¬ 
cally affects the young,” Engel 
said. “It is time to treat it as 
such.” 

The report cites a stunning 
statistic from the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey 
about Kentucky juvenile heroin 


vulnerable. Care for babies born 
to opiate-addicted mothers in 


Nearly three times more Ken¬ 
tucky 12th-graders surveyed have 
tried heroin than the nationwide 
average. The 2011 survey shows 
7.7 percent of Kentucky’s high- 
school seniors surveyed tried her¬ 
oin at least once compared with 
2.9 percent nationally. Regional 
addiction specialists believe the 
rate is higher in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky and has risen the last two 
years. 

The report also identifies 
newborns of addicted mothers as 


Northern Kentucky doubled in 
2012 over 2011, costing 
$898,219.85 for 63 infants. 

Timothy Strickley, of Ludlow, 
started using heroin at 18 while 
struggling with depression. 

“I was living with somebody 
that was using. They didn’t care,” 
Strickley says. “It helped for a 
long time. Then it became the 
main source of my pain.” 

Plan calls for actions to push back 
at heroin 

The report’s recovery plan is a 
four-pronged approach requiring 
changes in education, prevention, 
support and protection to reduce 
the supply of and demand for 
heroin in Northern Kentucky. 

Dozens of strategies are out¬ 
lined. Among the goals involving 
treatment by the end of 2017: 

• The number of physicians 
trained to practice medically 
assisted treatment rise from nine 
to 40. 

• An increase of residential 
treatment beds for adults by 200. 

• The region’s first long-term 
residential treatment programs 
for adolescents (12-17) with 16 
beds. 

• Establishment of a case- 
management system so medical 
experts can track progress to 
recovery or death of heroin- 
addicted patients. 

• Treatment for heroin-addict¬ 
ed inmates upon release. 

The report also calls for inter¬ 
vention among children at risk 
for drug abuse because of emo¬ 
tional turmoil and education of 
infectious diseases for IV drug 
users. It raises the possibility of 
needle-exchange programs cou¬ 
pled with resources for addicts as 
a protection for the public. The 
team points to hepatitis C cases 
in Northern Kentucky, which are 
far higher than in the state and 
nation. 

The plan calls for establishing 
an accountability team. “We now 
understand the heroin epidemic,” 
Engel said. “It is time to translate 
our understanding into commit¬ 
ment.” 

“I had a friend OD on me. 
Her two kids were in the back 
seat. They were two months and 
one year,” says Strickley, now a 
22-year-old recovering heroin 
addict. “I didn’t want that. I 
remember the fear I had in my 
heart. I thought, ‘I just killed 
their mother.’ ” 

Where will the money come from? 

Leadership team members 
said the millions of dollars need¬ 
ed for the effort is attainable, but 
will take cooperation from the 
state. 

Greater Cincinnati’s Interact 
for Health on Thursday will 
announce a grant challenging the 


community to help implement 
the plan. The agency will match 
business or organizations’ grants 
1:1 and individuals’ gifts 2:1, said 
Ann Barnum, senior program 
officer. Checks should be made to 
the Northern Kentucky Area 
Development District with 
Response to Heroin Epidemic in 
the notation line, she said. 

“This is such a compelling 
issue,” Barnum said. “This plan is 
so broad that everybody has a 
stake in it.” 

The Northern Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce and Peo¬ 
ple Advocating Recovery will 
work to obtain state money for 
mental health and substance 
abuse treatment. 

“That’s a critical piece,” said 
Adam Caswell, chamber vice 
president of public affairs. Few 
regions have a business commu¬ 
nity as committed to fighting 
drugs as Northern Kentucky. The 
chamber last year was credited 
with reviving a proposal that ulti¬ 
mately passed the Legislature to 
allow easier access to naloxone, a 
drug that can pull an overdose 
victim out of respiratory failure. 

Still, the region gets the small¬ 
est share of treatment funds in 
Kentucky. The eight-county 
region - Boone, Campbell, Ken¬ 
ton, Gallatin, Grant, Pendleton, 
Owen and Carroll counties - 
receives $17 per capita in treat¬ 
ment money, compared with the 
state average of $21.17. Getting 
that additional $4.17 per person 
more would equate to nearly $2 
million more. 

Caswell said Northern Ken¬ 
tucky has fueled the economic 
engine of the state for years, but it 
can no longer do so without the 
state substance abuse and mental 
health funding. 

“We are now at a tipping 
point. If we don’t get adequate 
funding - if we don’t get our 
hands around this heroin epi¬ 
demic - this is going to be an 
entire-Kentucky problem,” Cas¬ 
well said. “We know where the 
head of the snake lies: Northern 
Kentucky.” 

The report outlines statistic 
after statistic of the impact of 
heroin in Northern Kentucky. 

Heroin overdose cases are sky¬ 
rocketing at St. Elizabeth Health¬ 
care hospitals: overdoses from 
heroin increased 77 percent in 
2012 over 2011 and almost dou¬ 
bled 2012’s number by August of 
this year. The crime rate is up, 
with cases of heroin possession 
and trafficking increasing 500 
percent from 2008-12 in Boone, 
Campbell, Kenton counties’ 
courts, from 257 to 1,339. 

The statistics are unaccept¬ 
able, Engel said. 

“The most important asset of 
Northern Kentucky is its human 


Motorists are urged to keep a watchful 
eye out for deer at this time of year 


The cool weather caused by 
the longer nights of November 
have deer feeling frisky. Mating 
activity peaks in mid-November 
and increases deer movement. 

Data from the Kentucky State 
Police shows deer and vehicle 
collisions are highest in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Motorists must pay attention 
while driving during this time of 
year, especially those traveling 
rural and outer suburban roads at 
night. Slow down and remain 
alert while driving, particularly 
in areas where woods border the 
road. Deer often dart out from 
wooded areas onto the road 
before a driver realizes it. 

"The issue of deer and vehicle 
collisions has no easy fix," said 
Tina Brunjes, deer and elk coor¬ 
dinator for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. "Slowing down is 
inconvenient, but it reduces both 
the number of collisions and the 
damage incurred when a deer 
can't Be avoided. Also, be alert. If 
you've seen deer in the area, you 
are likely to see them there 


again. 

Deer move around the most 


during the early morning and at 
dusk. With the return to stan¬ 
dard time this past weekend, the 
peak of daily deer activity coin¬ 
cides with the peak of human 


activity as people go to and 
return from work. Foggy early 
mornings are especially dicey. 

Research from the Kentucky 
State Police shows the hours of 5 
to 8 p.m. and 5 to 8 a.m. account 
for 53 percent of all deer and 
vehicle collisions during Octo¬ 
ber, November and December. 

Drivers should pay attention 
to the yellow signs with a deer on 
them. These signs show areas 
where deer often cross roads. 
Remain alert after seeing one of 
these signs while driving during 
November. 

The look of a person com¬ 
pletely flummoxed by a surpris¬ 
ing situation is described as "a 
deer in the headlights." Deer 
caught in the road by an 
approaching vehicle often will 
not move out of the way, even 
after the driver honks the horn 
and flashes the headlights. Noth¬ 
ing in the natural world of a deer 
compares to the brightness of 
automotive headlights. These 
bright orbs transfix them. 

Kentucky counties bordering 
the Ohio River in the north, 
along with Jefferson, Franklin, 
Hardin, Henderson, Hopkins 
and Boyd counties, accounted 
for the most deer and vehicle col¬ 
lisions reported to the Kentucky 
State Police from 2008 to 2012. 
These counties had 71 or more 


collisions each year. Boone 
County had the highest number 
of vehicle collisions with deer, an 
annual average of 152 during 
that same five-year period. 

If you encounter a deer in the 
road, watch for traffic behind 
you and slow to a stop. Allow the 
animal to get out of the way. 
Keep the headlights of your vehi¬ 
cle on so other motorists can see 
your stopped vehicle and the 
deer in the road. Deer often 
travel in groups, so if you see 
one, others are likely nearby. 

Hunting does not increase 
deer movement in fall - it occurs 
naturally. Breeding causes the 
movement, not hunting. Hunt¬ 
ing is one of the best ways to 
prevent these collisions because it 
lowers deer density. 

"We encourage hunters in 
areas with a lot of deer to take 
more female deer," Brunjes said. 
"We encourage landowners in 
those same areas to allow more 
hunters access to hunt whenever 
possible." 

Be vigilant while driving in 
low light conditions over the 
next month. Deer and moving 
vehicles don't mix.

Ky. DOC offers free app to access VINE services 


The Kentucky Department of 
Corrections is now providing a 
free mobile app version of its auto¬ 
mated VINE (Victim Information 
Notification Every day) service. 
VINE is a free anonymous service 
that allows victims to register and 
be notified about changes in the 
status of Kentucky offenders. 

The app, “VINEMobile,” 
allows individuals to use smart¬ 
phones or tablets to register and be 
notified of changes in an offender’s 
custody status such as a release, 
parole eligibility or escape. The 


app allows the user to register with 
an email address or phone number 
to receive notifications. VINEMo¬ 
bile, just like the traditional VINE 
service, includes all county jails 
across the state, state prisons and 
inmates housed at halfway houses. 

“As technology advances and 
the use of smartphones continue 
to increase, it is vital to provide 
this important service to crime 
victims in this easily accessed 
mobile app,” said Corrections 
Commissioner LaDonna Thomp¬ 
son. 


A total of 30,118 searches for 
Kentucky offenders have already 
been made using VINEMobile. 

VINEMobile is available for 
both Android and Apple devices. 
Users can search for ‘VINEMo¬ 
bile” in Google Play for Androids 
and in the App Store for Apple 
devices (if downloading from an 
iPad, the app only appears as an 
iPhone app, but will run on the 
iPad).

potential,” he said. “We must not 
allow our human potential to be 
squandered. It is time to protect 
and cultivate it.” 

After Strickley witnessed the 
overdose of his friend, he tried to 
end his own life with heroin. 

“I just got so down. I was 
hurting myself. I had every inten¬ 
tion of offing myself,” Strickley 
says. “I woke up 18 hours later.” 

What does the end of 2017 look 
like in NKY? 

The plan gauges that if its 
goals are met by year-end 2017, 
Northern Kentucky will feel 
some relief: 

• Fewer addicts will relapse 
after leaving rehab services. 

• Overdose deaths will be 
decreased. 

• The number of new cases of 
hepatitis C and other infections 
caused by intravenous drug use 
will be decreased. 

• Crime will be diminished 
because inmates with addiction 
transitioned to rehabilitation. 

The leadership team’s mission 
is that “people of Northern Ken¬ 
tucky will have access to life-sav¬ 
ing and life-restoring resources 
for heroin addiction that will 
reduce its impact in our commu¬ 
nities.” 

Van Ingram, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Office of 
Drug Control Policy, wrote in the 
plan: “Any effort that does not 
address all of the core responses 
of treatment, enforcement and 
education is doomed to fail. This 
plan addresses all three in a sig¬ 
nificant way.” 

The response, he said, “can 
serve as a blueprint for communi¬ 
ties across the commonwealth.” 

The report is dedicated in part 
to “families and friends who have 
lost loved ones due to heroin; to 
those who are traveling the long, 
hard road of addiction recovery.” 

After more than three years of 
using heroin, after stealing from 
his mother, after seeing his friend 
overdose when he’d provided her 
with heroin, then seeing her 
revived, Strickley sought help 
from Transitions Inc. of Northern 
Kentucky, the region’s largest 
recovery center. 

“I was tired of making my 
mom cry,” he says. 


Kuster files for re-election as 
18th Judicial District Judge 


Charles W. Kuster Jr., has filed 
for re-election as judge for the 
18th Judicial District. Kuster, a 
practicing attorney in the area 
since 1983, was appointed to the 
office by Governor Steven Bes- 
hear in June 2010 and was elected 
to the four-year term in Novem¬ 
ber 2010. The 18th Judicial Dis¬ 
trict includes Harrison, Nicholas, 
Pendleton and Robertson coun¬ 
ties. District Courts commonly 
deal with probate, minor civil, 
juvenile, traffic and misdemeanor 
cases. Kuster previously served as 
assistant commonwealth attor¬ 
ney, assistant county attorney and 
also as Harrison County attorney 
for 3 Vi terms. Kuster, 56, is the 
son of the late Charles and Eliza¬ 
beth Kuster, the husband of 
Robin Shaw Kuster, and the step-

Health exchange enrollment 
tops 40,000 Kentuckians 


Kentucky’s health exchange, 
kynect, continues to enroll about 
1,000 Kentuckians each day into 
new health coverage. As of Friday, 
40,572 Kentuckians are enrolled 
in new health insurance, and 41 
percent of them are under the age 
of 35. 

Kynect has been hailed as a 
national model since its launch 
Oct. 1 for its continuous smooth 
operation and easy interface for 
users looking for affordable 
health coverage, according to a 
news release from the governor's 
office. 

These statistics reflect activity 
on kynect as of Friday morning: 

• 414,873 unique visitors to 
the website, viewing nearly 10.8 
million web pages. 

• 323,277 people conducted 
preliminary screenings to deter¬ 
mine qualifications for subsidies, 
discounts or programs like Med¬ 
icaid. 

• 40,572 enrolled in new 
health coverage, including Med¬ 
icaid and private insurance. 

• 2,610 standalone dental 
plans enrolled. 

• 33,561 have enrolled in 
Medicaid and 7,011 have enrolled 
in a qualified health plan. 

• 16,425 have been found 
eligible for a subsidy to purchase 
a qualified health plan, but most 


have not yet chosen a plan. 

• 843 small businesses have 
started applications for employee 
coverage. 309 of those businesses 
have completed applications and 
are eligible to offer coverage to 
employees. 

Additional data from Friday, 
Nov. 8 show: 

• Highest enrollment num¬ 
bers are in Jefferson (6,420) and 
Fayette (2,163) counties. 

• 41 percent of total enrollees 
are under 35 years of age. About 
32 percent are between 18 and 

35. 

• The silver level plans remain 
the most popular at nearly 39 
percent of enrollment, followed 
by platinum level at 30 percent, 
gold at 17 percent, and bronze at 
12 percent. Catastrophic plans, 
available to residents under the 
age of 30, were two percent of 
enrollments. 

• Slightly more women (59 
percent) have signed up than 
men (41 percent). 

• Nearly one out of every four 
enrollments so far is for a quali¬ 
fied health plan, including dental 
plans. However, almost 12,000 
pending enrollments have quali¬ 
fied for subsidies, many of which 
we expect will be complete before 
the Dec. 15 deadline for enroll¬ 
ment for coverage by Jan. 1. 


More than 9,000 pounds of medications collected 
in Kentucky during National Take Back Day 


Kentucky collected more than 
9,000 pounds of unused or unneed¬ 
ed medications during last Satur¬ 
day’s DEA National Drug Take 
Back Day, eliminating their risk of 
being diverted and abused. 

A total of 9,135 pounds were 
collected at Take Back events, which 
were held in conjunction with state 
and local law enforcement agencies 
throughout Kentucky, according to 
the Office of Drug Control Policy. 
The drugs will be properly disposed 
of in an environmentally friendly 
manner. 

“Kentucky continues to make 
strides in its fight to reduce sub¬ 


stance abuse and the devastating 
toll it takes on our families,” Gov. 
Steve Beshear said. “Since studies 
show that a majority of abused pre¬ 
scription drugs are obtained from 
family and friends, removing 
unwanted drugs from home medi¬ 
cine cabinets is a critical step in this 
goal.” 

Saturday’s total was the largest 
by far for the state since at least 
October 2011, when Kentucky 
began tracking its collection from 
the national event. The Drug Take 
Back held in April of this year 
resulted in 7,171 pounds of medi¬ 
cations being turned in. Last Octo¬ 


ber, 4,961 pounds were collected. 

“Education is an important tool 
in reducing substance abuse and 
addiction,” ODCP Executive 
Director Van Ingram said. “These 
numbers indicate that people are 
hearing the message that medicines 
left in home cabinets are susceptible 
to diversion, misuse, and abuse.” 

Ingram noted that these Take 
Back Days are in addition to the 
permanent prescription disposal 
locations available throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Since October 2011, Kentucky 
has collected 33,170 pounds at 
Take Back events. 


General Conway announces continuation 
of keep Kentucky kids safe campaign 


Attorney General Conway and his 
Keep Kentucky Kids Safe partners 
today announced the continuation of 
an initiative created to warn Kentuck¬ 
ians about the dangers of prescription 
drug abuse and remind the public of 
the importance of monitoring, secur¬ 
ing ana safely disposing of unneeded 
prescription pills. 

Thanks to the donation of bill¬ 
board space provided by Lamar Out¬ 
door Advertising, prescription drug 
abuse awareness billboards are going 
up across the Commonwealth for a 
second year. The signs feature Karen 
Shay and Lynn Kissick, two mothers 
from Morehead, Ky., who lost their 
daughters to prescription drug abuse. 
Shay and Kissick joined General Con¬ 
way when he launched the first and 
only statewide Prescription Drug 
Diversion Task Force in 2009, ana 
they have travelled with him to 
schools to help educate more than 
25,000 students, parents and teachers 
about the dangers of prescription drug 
abuse. The billboards note that pre¬ 
scription pill abuse kills more Ken¬ 
tuckians than motor vehicle crashes. 

“Prescription painkillers are the 
number one cause of accidental death 
in the United States,” General Con¬ 
way said. “Raising awareness about 
this issue through our billboard cam¬ 
paign is just one way we can help save 
lives. I appreciate Lamar Outdoor 
Advertising recognizing our efforts, 
and I am grateful for their assistance as 
we continue this important initiative.” 

A report released this month by 
Trust for America’s Health lists Ken¬ 
tucky as having the third-highest rate 
of fatal overdoses - the vast majority 
from prescription pills - in the coun¬ 
try. Last year, there were about 220 
million doses of the highly addictive 
painkiller hydrocodone dispensed in 
Kentucky. That’s 51 doses of the drug 
for every man, woman and child in 
the Commonwealth. 

Keep Kentucky Kids Safe billboards 
are already on display at multiple loca¬ 
tions in Lexington and will appear in 
cities across Kentucky in the coming 


weeks. 

“Lamar Advertising is very happy to 
partner with General Conway once 
again on this effort,” said Mike Gib¬ 
son, Sales Manager for Lamar Adver¬ 
tising of Lexington.

In 2010, General Conway 
launched the Keep Kentucky Kiefs 
Safe initiative with the Kentucky Jus¬ 
tice Cabinet and its Office of Drug 
Control Policy, Kentucky Pharmacists 
Association, National Association of 
Drug Diversion Investigators 
(NADDI), Operation UNITE and 
concerned parents. Since its launch, 
Attorney General Conway and his 
partners have warned more than 
25,000 students, parents and teachers 
about the dangers of prescription drug 
abuse. 

A new survey has found that the 
percentage of Kentucky teens misus¬ 
ing prescription drugs has dropped 
dramatically over the past four years. 
According to the 2012 Kentucky 
Incentives for Prevention School Sur¬ 
vey, the use of prescription drugs 
among students without a doctor’s 
order has decreased steadily among 
sixth-, eighth-, 10th- and 12th-grad- 
ers since 2004. The declines have Keen 
the most significant since 2008, when 
the Attorney General’s Office, along 
with state lawmakers and other agen¬ 
cies across the Commonwealth, began 
intensifying efforts to fight prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse. 

As part of the Keep Kentucky 
Kids Safe program, students are 
encouraged to participate in an annual 
statewide video PSA contest on the 
risks of prescription drug abuse. Addi¬ 
tionally, high school seniors whose 
lives have been affected by this issue 
can now apply for the Sarah Shay and 
Michael Donta Memorial Scholar¬ 
ships. The scholarships were created 
this year to help Kentucky students 
who have excelled in their personal 


and academic lives despite seeing first¬ 
hand the devastating consequences of 
prescription drug abuse. 

General Conway launched Ken¬ 
tucky’s first and only statewide Pre¬ 
scription Drug Abuse Prevention Task 
Force in August of 2009. The task 
force has been involved in more than 
430 prescription drug diversion inves¬ 
tigations, including Operation Fla¬ 
mingo Road, the states largest pre¬ 
scription drug bust that resulted in the 
arrest of more than 500 people. 

General Conway also worked 
closely with Governor Beshear, House 
Speaker Stumbo, Senate President Sti¬ 
vers and other lawmakers to win pas¬ 
sage of landmark legislation in 2012 
to prevent the abuse and diversion of 
prescription pills in the Common¬ 
wealth. Since passage of HB 1, over¬ 
dose deaths in Kentucky declined for 
the first time in a decade, and half of 
the state’s pain management clinics 
have closed their doors. 

Additionally, the latest report 
from the Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration 
(SAMHSA) shows a decline in the 
non-medical use of prescription pain 
relievers among all age groups in the 
Commonwealth. Kentucky is also 
below the national average for pre¬ 
scription drug abuse, for the first 
time. 

In addition to the work being 
done here in the Commonwealth, 
Attorney General Conway reached 
across party lines to work with Attor¬ 
ney General Pam Bondi in Florida to 
ensure that her state implemented an 
electronic prescription drug monitor¬ 
ing system similar to Kentucky’s 
KASPER system. Together they have 
worked to shut down the pill pipeline 
between Florida and Kentucky and to 
see that all 50 states have prescription 
drug monitoring programs in place 
and that all of the programs can share 
data across state lines. General Con¬ 
way and General Bondi serve as co¬ 
chairs of the National Association of 
Attorneys General Substance Abuse 
Committee.

Sadie Hawkins Day, November 13 


Sadie Hawkins Day, which is 
always on November 13, is a 
holiday that originated from a 
cartoon. In Li'l Abner, Sadie 
Hawkins was the daughter of one 
of Dogpatch's earliest settlers, 
Hekzebiah Hawkins. The "home¬ 
liest gal in all them hills," she 
grew frantic waiting for suitors to 
come 'a-courtin.' When she 
reached the age of 33, still a spin¬ 
ster, her father was even more 
frantic - about Sadie living at 
home for the rest of her life. In 
desperation, he called together all 
the unmarried men of Dogpatch 
and declared it "Sadie Hawkins 
Day." Specifically, a foot race was 
decreed, with Sadie in hot pursuit 
of the town’s eligible bachelors - 
and matrimony as the conse¬ 
quence. It seems likely that the 
concept's origins lie in an inver¬ 
sion of the myth of Atalanta, 
who, reluctant to marry, agreed to 
wed whoever could outrun her in 
a footrace. 

The town spinsters decided 
that this was such a good idea, 
they made Sadie Hawkins Day a 
mandatory yearly event, much to 
the chagrin of Dogpatch bache¬ 
lors. In the satirical spirit that 



drove the strip, many sequences 
revolved around the dreaded 
Sadie Hawkins Day race. If a 
woman caught a bachelor and 
dragged him, kicking and scream¬ 
ing, across the finish line before 
sundown - by law he had to 
marry her. 

Capp's creation captured the 
imagination of young people, 
particularly in high schools and 
on college campuses. In 1939, 
only two years after its inaugura¬ 
tion, a double-page spread in Life 
proclaimed, "On Sadie Hawkins 


Day, Girls Chase Boys in 201 
Colleges" and printed pictures 
from Texas Wesleyan. Capp origi¬ 
nally created it as a comic plot 
device, but by the early 1940s the 
comic strip event had swept the 
nation and acquired a life of its 
own. By 1952, Sadie Hawkins 
Day was reportedly celebrated at 
40,000 known venues. It became 
a day-long event observed in the 
United States on the Saturday 
that follows November 9. 

Outside the comic strip, the 
practical basis of Sadie Hawkins 
Day is one of simple gender role- 
reversal. Women and girls take 
the bold initiative by inviting the 
man or boy of their choice out on 
a date - almost unheard of before 
1937 - typically to a dance 
attended by other bachelors and 
their assertive dates. When Capp 
created the event, it wasn't his 
intention to have it occur annu¬ 
ally on a specific date because it 
inhibited his freewheeling plot¬ 
ting. However, due to its enor¬ 
mous popularity and the numer¬ 
ous fan letters he received, Capp 
obligingly made it a tradition in 
the strip every November, lasting 
four decades.

Students should be aware of their credit report 


Students should be aware that 
they are building a credit report 
whenever they take out a loan, 
even a student loan, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority (KPIEAA). 

A credit report shows every¬ 
thing about your past and current 
credit history. It will list every 
loan you have, to whom you pay 
it, your loan balance, your credit 
limit and if you pay early, on time 
or late. 

The report itself does not tell 
potential lenders if you are a good 
or bad credit risk. It simply pro¬ 
vides the details the lenders can 
use, along with a credit score, to 
make that determination. 

Other information on your 


credit report includes: 

• Your personal identifying 
information. 

• Any public records such as 
tax liens, court judgments and 
bankruptcies. 

• A list of any company that 
has requested a copy of your cred¬ 
it report. 

• Any statements you have 
submitted disputing something in 
the report. 

Your credit report should not 
show your bank balance, race, 
religion, income, criminal record 
or driving record. Nor should it 
have anything about your health, 
although medical bills may show 
up as debt. 

To get a copy of your free 


annual credit report from each of 
the three credit bureaus, go to 
annualcreditreport.com.

Avoid these common student financial mistakes 


Many students spend more for 
college than they should by mak¬ 
ing some common mistakes when 
seeking financial aid. Follow these 
tips from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) to make sure you get the 
help you need. 

Some people don’t bother to 
apply for financial aid because they 
don’t think they’ll qualify. But they 
should submit the Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) 
to find out if they’re eligible for 
state and federal student aid pro¬ 
grams. Not filing may hurt their 
chances of getting more free money 


for college. 

Another common mistake is 
waiting until the last minute to 
apply for financial aid. Some pro¬ 
grams have deadlines, while others 
have limited funds. Students and 
families should submit the FAFSA 
as early as possible after Jan. 1 of 
each year. 

Colleges send each student who 
has applied for student aid a finan¬ 
cial aid package. Students and their 
families should look it over care¬ 
fully. They should compare offers 
if they have received offers from 
more than one school to see which 
one is the best deal. 


Students who need loans to help 
pay for college must be good con¬ 
sumers. They should apply for fed¬ 
eral student loans before applying 
for private loans. Not all private 
lenders offer the same rates and 
benefits. Borrowers should pay 
close attention to what lenders call 
the back-end benefits: the interest 
rate and principal reductions 
offered when repaying the loan.

Some¬ 
times vendors sell from the back 
of their trucks on the side of the 
road. The food’s delicious, and 
the price is better than a grocery 
store. You could join a Commu¬ 
nity Supported Agriculture. CSA, 
as it’s called, lets folks participate 
in farming and gardening. CSA 
subscribers pay at the beginning 
of the growing season for a share 
of the anticipated harvest; once 
harvesting begins, they receive 
weekly shares of vegetables and 
fruits. Many CSAs include herbs, 
flowers, honey, eggs, dairy prod¬ 
ucts and meat. If there is a plenti¬ 
ful harvest, subscribers share in it. 
If the weather doesn’t cooperate 
and the crops fail, members share 
in that, too. There are almost 50 
on a Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture list.” 

“And, you must go to your 
county and state fairs. Pa and I 
love going every year and seeing 
the state’s best livestock and pro¬ 
duce. We like to splurge on a 
funnel cake.” 

Pa, who had returned from his 
phone call, said, “There’s another 
way you can have homegrown 
vittles. We own a small piece of 
land adjacent to our farm. It’s not 
big, but Granny and I haven’t had 
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the time to do anything with it. 
Since you enjoy farming, we want 
you to use the field any way you 
see fit. You could plant a garden 
on it, get some cows; grow hay or 
trees; plant orchards, soybeans or 
corn; or raise goats. It’s a win-win 
situation. The field would be 
used and it would ensure that you 
doggies would come back and 
stay with us from time to time. 
And of course when you weren’t 
here, we would do what farmers 
do - we’d help you.” 

“We love everything about 
farming - except for the manure. 
We love the animals, the food, 
the feather bed, the overalls and 
the two of you,” I said, feeling a 
tear come to my eye. “We still 
have so much to learn. We didn’t 
learn about farming catfish or 
soybeans or corn. And I haven’t 
driven a tractor yet.” That made 
Pa and Granny laugh. 

“You may have lots to learn 
about farming, but you’ve come a 
long way since you arrived,” Pa 
said. “Besides, it would take 
much longer than a few days to 
learn. Sure, you saw dairy farm¬ 
ing, beef farming, tobacco farm¬ 
ing and learned about produce 
farming, but there is horse breed¬ 
ing, orchards, tree farms and, like 
you say, soybeans, corn and a host 
of other products. As far as that 
tractor, you have a lot more to 
learn before I turn you loose and 
give you the keys!” Pa stated. 
“But I’m glad you’ve had a taste of 


farm life. It’s not for everyone, 
but it’s the only life Granny and I 
know. It’s tough being at the 
mercy of Mother Nature, plan¬ 
ning around the milking, the 
feeding and the weather, but 
there’s no greater reward than 
using our resources here in the 
Bluegrass to feed ourselves and 
others.” 

Chloe and I definitely agreed. 

“We have to talk with our 
parents,” my ever-careful sister 
stated. 

“That’s who I was talking 
with on the phone,” Pa said. “I’ve 
cleared this with your folks, and 
they said that as long as you 
worked hard and it didn’t inter¬ 
fere with your other commit¬ 
ments, it was fine with them.

"AlleyCats" begin first-ever bowling season 


The Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats began their first-ever season in 
a new sport this past week: bowl¬ 
ing. 

The addition of a new sport 
has many people excited, includ¬ 
ing Superintendent Anthony 
Strong. “It is always an exciting 
time when you see students get 
involved in activities. I was pleased 
to be able to recommend to the 
board that we start this program 
for Pendleton County Schools. 
This is not only allowing our 
school to add a sport, but it is 
involving students that have not 
typically been involved in fall 
sports. This is a new and exciting 
time for our and athletes.” 

The team competed twice this 
week, a conference matchup 
against Covington Scott, and a 
tournament hosted by Harrison 
County. 

Team bowling is a little differ¬ 
ent than just getting together with 
some friends on a weekend. 
Coach Gary Polley explains the 
process: “The format is we bowl 
two games of four on four with 
two separate teams. You add the 
scores together and subtract the 
lowest score, and that's your total. 
The high score gets a point. With 
the four on four, there are four 
points up for grabs. After two 
games of four on four, we bowl 
two bakers’ games. You take five 
people and each person bowls two 
frames total in the game. For 
example, the person who bowls

first bowls the 1st frame and 6th 
frame. The team with the high 
score wins. With bakers games 
there are two points up for grabs. 
After the two bakers games you 
add the teams total points for the 
match to see who has more. The 
team with the most gets one divi¬ 
sion point that counts towards the 
standings.” 

On Wednesday, the Cats began 
their venture into bowling in a 
league match versus Scott. While 
the cats came up short, there were 
positive results for the team. In 
their opening game, Brandon 
Coffey rolled a 177, while in his 
second game of 4v4, Devon Boggs 


set the boys school record with a 
184 total. For the ladies, Autumn 
Payne had high honors with a 158 
pin total. 

Coach Polley was happy with 
the effort put forth by his team. 
“They have come a long way 
already in a short amount of time. 
We have a lot of potential and will 
keep improving as the year goes 
on. 

This weekend, both teams 
traveled to Cynthiana for the 
Thoroughbred Classic tourna¬ 
ment. In tournament play, each 
member bowls one game to estab¬ 
lish a qualifying score. Teams are 
then seeded according to that 
score and bowl a best of three 
games, using the bakers format. 
Dalton Hill, Jonah Smith, Chris¬ 
tian Rick, CJ Osbourne, and 
Brandon Coffey represented the 
boys and qualified 8 th with a 624 
total. Despite losing 2-0 to Har¬ 
rison, the team bowled well. 

The girls team, made up of 
Cassidy O’Hara, Mickalla Thom¬ 
as, Sienna Price, Chyann Utz, and 
Autumn Payne, also qualified 8th 
with a score of 417. The ladies 
also faced Harrison County, but 
lost 2-0. 

“The tournament was not 
about us winning,” commented 
Polley. “We gained that experience 
and really come together as a 
team.” 

The next match is this Thurs¬ 
day at southern lanes in Alexan¬ 
dria against Campbell County.

The Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats took on the Grant County 
Braves in the Super Bowl of the 
Power House Division at Grant 
County High School.

Caregiving can be stressful, 
and these stresses can be exacer¬ 
bated around the holidays as you 
are faced with added responsibili¬ 
ties and obligations.

1. Plan ahead. This includes 
shopping for gifts and food for 
the holiday meal(s) well in 
advance of the holiday. Doing so 
can minimize the chances you 
will feel rushed or stressed as the 
holiday approaches. In addition, 
it may help you spread out your 
holiday spending over a couple of 
months instead of just one. 

2. Prepare your guests. This 
may be the first time your guests 
will see their loved one since you 
became their caregiver, and you 
don’t want your family members 
or the person you’re caring for to 
be frustrated or embarrassed by 


their health situation. Remind 
your guests of any physical and 
mental limitations your loved 
one may have. Celebrate the 
holidays where the person you 
are caring for resides. This can 
keep their stress levels lower as 
they don’t have to worry about 
traveling or being in an unfamil¬ 
iar environment. 

3. Ask for help. Have some¬ 
one run errands for you, such as 
mailing Christmas cards or pick¬ 
ing up items from the grocery 
store, or have them stay with 
your loved one so you can do 
those tasks. Most people are 
happy to help if you ask. 

4. Take time for yourself. 
Take a break from caregiving and 
holiday planning to do some¬ 
thing that you really want to do. 
Simple things such as taking a 
winter walk or enjoying coffee 
and a conversation with a friend 
can help to improve your spirits.

The skills taught throughout 
4-H prepare youth for opportuni¬ 
ties for community involvement, 
with the idea that good leaders 
naturally give back to their com¬ 
munity in a variety of meaningful 
ways. 

Community service, through 
the framework of 4-H, involves 
service learning in which youth 
learn a skill or skills and apply it to 
a service project. This traditional 
approach to service applies to clubs 
at the county level, and for some 
youth, can lead to the national 
conference and/or the 4-H Con¬ 
gress. But at its core, civic engage¬ 
ment ties together education, 
socialization, business learning and 
charitable/volunteer service across 
the 4-H experience. It provides 
avenues for youth to support an 
industry business or pursuit, 
accommodating virtually all inter¬ 
ests. 

This broad education in lead¬ 
ership and community involve¬ 
ment generally starts around age 9, 
when youth are encouraged to 
explore the idea of leadership to 
determine what it means to them. 
Older, middle school youth take 
that idea to the next progression, 
asking themselves, how can I be a 
leader in my club and classroom 
and with family and friends? 
Toward the end of their 4-H par¬ 
ticipation in high school, youth 
can put the idea of leadership and 


service into practice, by undertak¬ 
ing a project that really speaks to 
them on a personal level. 

Successful projects are not 
determined by size. Rather, success 
is gauged by the youth’s ability to 
see an issue, formulate a plan and 
then enact the plan, big or small. 
Examples of successful civic 
engagement projects include coat 
drives and road-side clean-up. A 
recent, more advanced project 
raised awareness of middle-school 
bullying, reaching over 1,000 
youth and adults. In another, a 
Madison County youth imple¬ 
mented a plan for her Gold project 
to encourage fifth-graders to be 
“true to themselves” and not let 
media influence them. In Bourbon 
County, “Warm Fuzzies,” a yearly 
program with Markey Cancer 
Center, provides no-sew fleece 
blankets to cancer patients. And in 
Monroe County a youth got 
emergency early warning sirens for 
her county 

These projects speak to the 
ultimate expression of service in 
the 4-H framework. When youth 
have reaped the full benefit of 
years of leadership training, they 
will be prepared and willing to 
initiate a civic engagement project 
that speaks to them on a personal 
level.

The Agriculture Water 
Quality Act was passed by the 
Kentucky Legislature in 1994.

10 or more acres or plan to 
harvest trees on 10 or more 
acres in Kentucky then you are 
required by state law to imple¬ 
ment an agriculture water qual¬ 
ity plan. 

This plan documents the 
best management practices 
you’re using to protect water 
resources. These best manage¬ 
ment practices could include 
planned grazing systems for 
livestock, filter or buffer strips 
around crop fields, animal 
waste storage structures and 
nutrient management plans. It 
should also include plans to 
limit livestock access to streams. 
In addition, the document 
should include information 
about proper handling of herbi¬ 
cides and pesticides and proper 
maintenance of septic systems. 

To implement a water qual¬ 
ity plan, first look at the activi¬ 
ties in your operation. You can 
use a web-based planning tool 
to answer questions about the 
operation. By answering these 
questions, you can identify the 
appropriate best management 
practices needed. Then, you 


document that these practices 
are being used and properly 
maintained. 

In many cases, proper prac¬ 
tices are already in place, and 
creating an agriculture water 
quality plan provides a docu¬ 
ment stating that you are doing 
the right things to protect water 
quality on your farm. 

However, keep in mind that 
an agriculture water quality 
plan is not a voluntary docu¬ 
ment, and the Kentucky Agri¬ 
culture Water Quality Act has 
not gone away Periodically 
review and update your plans 
to reflect changes in farming 
and forestry practices or land 
ownership. Additionally a water 
quality plan is required by the 
local Soil and Water Conserva¬ 
tion District if you plan to 
apply for state cost share pro¬ 
grams. 

By implementing an agricul¬ 
ture water quality plan, you 
help protect both surface and 
groundwater from agricultural 
contaminants. Keeping the 
water resources of the state 
clean protects human and ani¬ 
mal health and reduces the cost 
of treating drinking water.

Natural gas will cost more this winter than last year 


Natural gas costs at the start of 
the 2013-2014 heating season will 
be higher than last year, but are still 
well below the peak reached in 
2008, the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) announced on 
Thursday. 

On average, Kentucky custom¬ 
ers can expect to pay about 19 per¬ 
cent more this November than last 
if they consume 10,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas. The average total bill 
for 10,000 cubic feet - including 
base rates - is projected to be about 
$101.81. 

That is down nearly $49 since 
November of 2008 - a decrease of 
32 percent. The lower cost of natu¬ 
ral gas has more than offset increas¬ 
es in base rates over that time. 

“Natural gas prices have 
rebounded from last year’s abnor¬ 
mally low levels, but this year’s 
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prices are still quite low,” PSC 
Chairman David Armstrong said. 
“Demand is up because more natu¬ 
ral gas is being used to generate 
electricity and the overall economy 
has improved. 

“But the significant increases in 
gas production and supply are pro¬ 
jected to provide price stability in 
the coming years,” he said. “The 
very large year-to-year fluctuations 
we saw in the previous decade are 
unlikely to be repeated anytime 
soon.” 

Weather - not price - is the 
dominant factor in determining the 
amount of energy that consumers 
use to heat their homes and thus 
the size of their heating bill, Arm¬ 
strong said. The best weapon con¬ 
sumers have to manage their energy 
costs is to take steps to reduce con¬ 
sumption, he said. 

“The best thing consumers can 
do is to reinvest a portion of the 
savings from relatively low energy 
costs now into permanent improve¬ 
ments, such as weatherization, that 
will provide insulation against high¬ 
er energy costs in the future,” Arm¬ 
strong said. 

Wholesale natural gas costs this 
year are, on average, about 35 per¬ 
cent higher than the very low levels 
of a year ago. Only one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s five large natural gas distri¬ 
bution companies has received a 
base rate increase in the last year. 

Wholesale costs make up the 
largest portion of retail gas bills 
during the heating season. They are 
passed through to consumers on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis by local dis¬ 
tribution companies. 

Changes in individual ratepayer 
bills will vary by company and cus¬ 
tomer usage. 

Wholesale prices over the last 
five years have not approached the 
peak prices seen since a sharp 


upward turn in 2008. Prices 
declined even more abruptly during 
the economic downturn in 2009, 
and have remained relatively stable 
since then. 

By federal law, natural gas prices 
are not regulated at the wholesale 
level and generally fluctuate with 
supply and demand. Under Ken¬ 
tucky law, gas companies are enti¬ 
tled to recover the wholesale cost of 
the gas delivered to customers, 
including the fees they pay to inter¬ 
state pipelines to transport the gas 
to their retail distribution systems. 
Companies are not allowed to earn 
a profit on their gas commodity 
costs. The companies’ gas cost 
adjustments are reviewed by the 
PSC to make sure they accurately 
reflect the wholesale cost of gas. 

About half of the natural gas 
used for winter heating is put into 
storage in the summer. The price at 
which it was purchased is the price 
passed through to consumers. Until 
the last decade, natural gas prices 
typically were considerably lower in 
the summer than in the winter. 
That gap has narrowed in recent 
years, due in large part to the 
increased use of natural gas to gen¬ 
erate electricity. 

Kentucky’s five major natural 
gas distribution companies expect 
their adjusted wholesale cost this 
November to be, on average, $5.95 
per 1,000 cubic feet (mcf). That is 
up $1.52 (34 percent) from an aver¬ 
age of $4.43 per mcf a year ago. 

In August 2008, the average 
adjusted wholesale cost peaked at 
$15.17 per mcf. 

The wholesale cost of natural 
gas now accounts for just over half 
of a typical consumer’s winter bill. 
A typical Kentucky customer using 
10 mcf next month will pay a total 
monthly bill of $101.81, up $16.26 
- or about 19 percent - from the 


$85.55 average bill a year ago. 

That increase is an average for 
Kentucky’s five major local natural 
gas distribution companies as of 
November. It will change as compa¬ 
nies make further wholesale cost 
adjustments throughout the heat¬ 


ing season. 

Wholesale costs and base rates 


vary by company. The base rates 
reflect a utility’s day-to-day operat¬ 
ing costs, including the cost of 
delivering gas, as well as a return on 
equity for company shareholders. 

The five major natural gas dis¬ 
tribution companies in Kentucky 
are Atmos Energy, Columbia Gas of 
Kentucky Inc., Delta Natural Gas 
Co. Inc., Louisville Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Co. and Duke Energy Ken¬ 
tucky Inc. Together the five compa¬ 
nies serve more than 750,000 cus¬ 
tomers in Kentucky and deliver 
about 176 billion cubic feet of gas 
annually. 

About 44 percent of Kentucki¬ 
ans heat their homes with natural 
gas. For those who heat with pro¬ 
pane (10 percent), prices are likely 
to be about 20 percent higher than 
a year ago, while those heating with 
fuel oil (3 percent) will see prices 
similar to those last year. 

The 39 percent of Kentuckians 
who use electric heat are likely to 
see somewhat higher bills on aver¬ 
age this winter, in part because 
three of Kentucky’s largest electric 
utilities have had rate increases in 
the last year. 

Although the slow pace of eco¬ 
nomic growth has helped keep fuel 
prices stable, it also has left many 
Kentuckians struggling to pay their 
heating bills, Armstrong said. Heat¬ 
ing assistance is available from local 
Community Action agencies and 
from utility companies, but funds 
are limited and sometimes run out 
during the heating season, he said.
